THE “LAST SUPPER, 



A Pemintne Face Cautsd a Furors In 
California’s Early Days. 

Thars were few women in the Call- 
fomla mining camps In tbs old days, 
and the advent of an emlgraut wagon 
with a woman in it caused a furore, 
as Is proved by the following incident 
from the reminiscences of former Sen 
ator William U. Stewart: “Women 
were ao scarce In California ot that 
time that this was sufflclcnt to arouse 
the whole camp. Tbe ’boys.* os we 
were called, were scattered along the 
coyote diggings for a distance of about 
four miles, and when anything unnsual 
happened tbe words, 'Ob, Joe.” would 
be passed along tbe whole line. ‘When 
I saw tbe feminine raiment I -raised 
tbe usual alarm, 'Ob, Joef and this 
called tbe attention of tbe minert on 
Buckeye bllla. where 1 was, to the 
clotbesline which bad attractad my 
notice. They gathered around on tho 
bill, nearly aurroundtng tbe covered 
wagon and its contents. Tbe rush of 
the boys lo tbe immediate vicinity to 
see tbe wonderful sight attracted those 
farther away, and In leM than ten min- 
ntes two or three thousand young 'men 
were anxiously watching tbe wagon, 
clotbesline and fascinating lingerie. 
In alarm the man that belonged to tbe 
woman inside stuck bis bead out of a 
small tent beside the wagon. I as- 
sured him that no barm was Intended, 
but that we were very anxious to see 
the lady who was tbe owner of tbe 
clothes. This aroused her curiosity 
snSIclently to iudoce bur to pull tbe 
curtain of tbe tent aside so that her 
faco could be dis'orered. but not fully 
seen. 

“1 then proposed that we make a do- 
nation to the first lady that bad hon- 
ored our camp with a visit 1 took 
from my camp a buckskin bag, used 
for tbe purpose of carrying gold and 
Invited the boys to contribute. They 
came forward with great eagerness 
and poured out of their sacks gold 
dust umuuiiting to between $2,000 uud 
$3,000. 1 tbeu pru|)osed to npiHiiut a 

committee to wait uu tbe lady and 
present It The motion was unani- 
mously carried, and ouc of the genile- 
lueu Hp|H>lut(*<l ou tbe committee sug- 
gested myself us chalnuun. 1 took the 
sack of gold and went within about 
thirty feet of the teut and mode ns 
good a speech as 1 could to Induce the 
lady to come out a.tsurliig her that 
all the men about her were gentlemen, 
that they had seen no Indies for so 
many mouths aud that the presence 
of uue reminded them of their mothers 
and sweethearts at home. 1 told her 
that tbe bag of gold was hers on con- 
dition that she would come out and 
claim It Her husband urgtsl her to 
be br.tve, but wbcu she flually ven- 
tured out about halfway the cheers 
were so vociferous that she was scared 
and rin back. 

“She re|>eateil this [lerforniance sev- 
eral times, aud I kept moving slowly 
buck far enough to get her away from 
the little teut so the boys could have 
a good view of ber. 1 suppose half an 
hour was occupied with ber niuiiiug 
back uud forth while the boys looked 
Oh in admimtiun, when 1 finally gave 
her the bag. with all tbe good wUhes 
of the camp. She grabbed It ami rnu 
Into the teut like a rabbit. The uext 
moniing the wagon, oxen, mun and 
owuer of the inspiring apparel were 
gone, and we never heard of them in 
after life."

Being struck by tbe beautiful 
faaturss and tender manner that be- 
spoke an angelic aoul, tbe artist In- 
duced the boy to be tbe study for the 
f painting of the face of Jesus. 

All was done most csrefully and 
reverently, but tbe picture was as yet 
Incomplete, for the face of Judas was 
absent Again tbe painter, with the 
seal of a true lover of bis art set about 
In search of a- countenance that might 
serve for tbe face of the traitor. Some 
years passed before bis search was re- 
warded and tbe picture finally com- 
pleted. Aa the artist was about to dis- 
miss the miserable and degraded 
wretch who bad been his awful choice 
the man looked up at him and said. 
“You have painted me before ’’ Hor- 
rified and dumb with amazement, tbe 
painter learned that tbe man was Pie- 
tro BaudlnellL During those interven- 
ing years Pietro bad been at Rome 
studying music, bad met with evil 
companions, bod given himself up U 
drinking and gambling, had fallen Into 
shameful dUsipatLon and crime.
